At tbe22dof February Convention res- 
olutions were introduced providinj^ for a 
National Democratic Convention to meet 
in Louisville. We moved to lay the res- 
olutions on the table, which was aeeonded, 
if We re. ..lleef correctly, by R J. Breck- 
inridge, K«] . and Maj. B. F. BueLner, 
and supported by a respectable miuoritj 
vote. Thtyugh the mistake of the report- 
er this part of the proceedings was omitted 
in the report, and the resolutions went 
forth aa having passed without opposition 
and unanimously. The res lutions w^rc 
pahsed without reference, uudar the ruU. 
to a committee, aud wihout that delibera- 
tion which, we think, the iaportoBoe of 
the step demanded.
